There are eighteen local unions in Pull- 
math. The reporter was informed that the 
majority of these unions had met and decided 
that they were whipped and demanded that 
the strike be declared off. Several mem- 
bers of different unions said the reason 
the strike had not been declared off before 
was that some of the managers persisted that 
the strike was still in a healthy condition, and 
would not call a meeting of the delegates 
of the eighteen unions, because such an as- 
sembly would surely declare the strike over. 


Mr. Heathcote, who is running what is left 


of the strike, was found yesterday at Turner 
Hall. He denied that a majority of the 
unions favored an ending of the strike. 

*“ The strike,”’ he said, is not off, and will 
not be declared off, although we may havea 
discussion this week. Ithas been rather hard 
work to get together all the delegates, but I 
happen to know that no more than two of the 
unions are in favor of officially’ ending the 
strike. 

Starvation and Not Strike Bothers Them. 

Every other striker met admitted that he 
was a victim ofa lost cause. It’s starvation 
and sickness and misery that bother us, 
said one of them, and not strikes.

Clothing Cutter and Trimmers’ Association 
has annulled a contract made by one of its 
Executive committee with a portion of the 
Second Regiment Band for service on Labor 
day and C. G. Aalborg, the Secretary of that 
union, is authority for the statement that no 
person in any way connected with the Na- 
tional Guard can be of any service to the 
union, nor can he become a member of the 
association? . 

He even went farther in a heated moment 
and declared that a boycott had been or would 
be declared by all labor unions against the 
soldiers. He said, too, that all members of 
the Trade and Labor Assembly and all other 
labor organizations of Chicago who had 
served the State or government at the time of 
the recent strike would at once be expelled or 
dropped froin the rolls in a quiet way. 

A week or more ago the Executive commit- 
tee of the Clothing Cutters’ Union began to 
look about for a band to head their section of 
the parade Labor day. A personal friend of 
one of them was Daniel S. Baernstein, who 
lives at No. 285 Thirty-fifth -street andisa 
member of the Second Regiment Band. 


Notified That Soldiers Are Barred. 

Baernstein was asked his terms for furnish. 
ing a band for the organization and he quoted 
the Musical Union’s scale price for that oc- 
casion, which is $4a man. Later Baernstein 
succeeded in having passed by his musical 
society that in view of the trying times and 
in consideration of the depleted condition in 
which the union treasuries were likely to be 
for the commg holiday the scale price 
should be reduced to 88 a man. He then 
made a reduction in accordance to the cloth- 
ing cutters. Ina few days he received a let- 
ter from the members of the Executive com- 
mittee saying for reasons of their own 
the Executive committee had decided that Mr. 
Baernstein’s aggregation could not be per- 
mitted to lead their part of the parade. The 
leader went straightway to the headquarters 
of the union and demanded of C. G. Aalborg, 
Secretary and member of the committee, that 
he be given an explanation. He was told in 
plain language, he says, the reason was he 
had served in the militia at the time of the 
strike. The Secretary is. said to have made 
the statement more emphatic by declaring 
that if on the day of the parade any man was 
found in the line that had done service in the 
late unpleasantness he would be asked to step 
aside, as such persons as had taken up arms 
against labor could be no friend of the work- 
ingman. 

„% J characterized the statement as an out- 
rage, said Mr. Buernstein to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter last night. I told Mr. Aalborg that 
if the unions would deny the right to march 
to all American citizens they would have the 
Anarchistic outfit they seemed to be choosing. 
I was told in forcible language that I and all 
others who had worna State uniform were 
forever blacklisted by labor of Chicago. I 
persisted that while I played with the Second 
Regiment Band I was not regularly enlisted, 
It was no use trying to explain, however, and 
I left in disgust.” 

Musicians Not Enlisted Men. 

As a matter of fact no member of the Sec. 
ond iment Band is at present enlisted in 
the State’s service, except perhaps Prof. 
Brooks, the leader. The three years’ enlist- 
ment has expired and as there has been no 
encampment this year the formality has not 
been gone through with. The band would go 
to the front with the regiment, however, 
should it be called into service. 

Brig.-Gen. Wheeler was asked if he had 
heard of the boycott against the militia, but 
he said he knew nothing of it. Many stories 
had been invented in this connection, he said, 
but he would not venture an opinion as to 
this rumor.

I have 
no doubt that we shall findan abundance of 
public spirited citizens ready to advance the 
money upon these pay rolls.“ 

What do you think of the plan of Gov. 
Matthewsef Indiana mortgaging his private 
property to raise money to pay the troops? 
the Governor was asked. 

The plan,“ replied Gov. Altgeld, laugh- 
ing. would hardly be feasible in Illinois, 
It is evident that the amount which Indiana 
owes her troops is not large, comparatively 
speaking.

Horse Goes Home toa Barn, 

When the facts were reported to Capt. Bar- 
cal he detailed officers to hunt for the two 
men who had escaped from the wagon. They 
made little headway until yesterday after- 
noon, when, at the suggestion of Capt. Bar- 
cal, the horse captured with Murphy was 
hitched up and given free reins to see if he 
would not go home. The four officers rode 
in the wagon. The horse upon being started 
from the station went east on Maxwell street 
to Halsted, north on Halsted street to Twelfth 
street, east on Twelfth street to 
Wabash avenue, south on Wabash 
avenue to Twenty-ninth _ street, east 
to the alley between Wabash and Michigan 
avenues and then south on the alley to a barn 
in the rear of No. 2935.

TRUST FALLS BACK ON CHIOAGO. 


Whisky Combine Turns to a Local Bank 
for Its Big Loan. 

Pzoria, III., Aug. 23.—[Special.]—The 
whisky trust has opened negotiations with the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank of Chicago 
for the big loan it tried without success to get 
in the East. James S. Gibbs, cashier; Will- 
iam H. Henkle, Secretary; and F. M. Sills, 
clerk, of the bank have been in conference 
with the officials the greater portion 
of the day at the trust headquarters. 
Vice-President Beggs said the bank people 
were here as trustees for others, but concern- 
ing the amount of the loan or from whom the 
money is expected he was silent. Mr. Gibbs 
would say nothing until all the details had 
been arranged, Secretary Henkle was as 
close as a clam, The bank people, it is be- 
lieved, were investigating the trust’s collateral 
and looking up figures regarding it. It was 
apparent when they left the headquarters they 
had not completed the work. From one who 
is supposed to know it is learned they are 
prepared to furnish any amount of money 
required for the payment, of taxes, 
Two months ago at the Chicago meeting of 
the trust directors President Greenhut 
made arrangements with this bank for all the 
money necessary. At that time the outcome 
of the tariff bill was in doubt and. the trust 
let the loan go. Finally efforts were made to 
secure the money in New York at a cheaper 
rate of interest but without result, and the 
trust people now fall back on Chicago. The 
program is to pay the tax on all regatiged 
whisky at the earliest possible moment and 
Saturday pay the tax on the original gauge 
on all that portion left. If this is carried 
into effect the collections tomorrow and next 
day will be world beaters 
gregate more than $4,000,000. The pres- 
ence of the bankers has increased interest in 
the situation and distillers are watching events 
closely. The collections today dropped to 
$36,287. pe 
[Last week the whisky trust withdrew about 
one-third the amount of spirits in bond here and 
it cost the trust in taxes $600,000. Collector 
Mize said yesterday that he had received no in- 
timation of any intention on the part of the dis- 
tillers to pay any more of the tax here before the 
new law goes into effect. The total tax on 
whisky still in bond here is about $1,000,000. }

The Usual Result Ensued in the Case of 
Mrs. Galbraith and Mrs. Webb. 

A poetess as complainant and a poetess as 
defendant excited unusual interest in Justice 
Kersten's court yesterday morning. The 
complainant, Mrs. Galbraith, averred she 
had been treated with malicious contempt 
by the defendant, Mrs. Laura A. Webb, and 
in her opinion it was a clear case of disorderly 
conduct. Each insinuated the other was not 
mentally sound. The complaining poetess, 
Mrs. Galbraith, lives at No. 5158 Went- 
worth avenue. She has been poctizing tor 
a number of years, and is the author, pub- 
lisher, and retailer of a little volume of verses 
entitled “A Woman's Fight Againt Bob 
Ingersoll.“ It was while acting in her ca- 
pacity as agent for her Own book that she 
called at a North Side hotel where Mrs. Webb 
lives with her son, William Cullen Bryant 
Webb, and her two daughters, Mattie and 


Ade. 

The hotel clerk, after listening wearily to 
Mrs. Galbraith’s encomiums on her little 
volume, suggested that she might be pleased 
to meet a sister poctess who lived in the 
hotel. Mrs. Gaibraith was introduced to 
Mrs. Webb and the two verse writers soon got 
so well acquainted. 

Last Sunday they went to the Holy Name 
Cathedral to high mass. After the service 
they concluded to visit St. James’ Church. 
A blind Methodist minister was playing on the 
organ and the music stirred the poetic soul of 
Mrs. Galbraith to such an extent that 
she wanted to embrace the minister. Mrs. 
Webb protested and declared she would not 
allow sucha breach of decorum. Mrs. Gal- 
braith and Mrs. Webb returned to 
the hotel, where the discussion was 
changed from church matters to Southern 
chivairy in ante-bellum days.

WEST POINT CREAMERY IS BURNED. 


Located Beyond the Reach of Water, It Is 
* Entirely Destroyed. 

West Point, Neb., Aug. 23.—[Special.}]— 
At 3 o’clock this morning the West Point 
Creamery burned to the ground. It was lo- 
cated one mile from the city and beyond the 
reach of the city water wores. Nothing is 
left of the main building but a huge smoke- 
stack. The workmen who slept in the upper 
story barely escaped with their lives and but 
little of their personal effects was saved. 
The fire is thought to have originated in 
the engine- room. There was in stock about 
100 tubs of butter ready for shipment and 
valued at $1,500, all of which was destroyed. 
The loss on the building and machinery is 
$6,000, with $4,500 insurance. This is the 
second largest fire in the history of West 
Point. The company will rebuild more exten- 
sively than before as soon as ithe loss is ad- 
justed, Arrangements have been made with 
neighboring creameriés to take the milk and 
cream coming in. 


Eris, Pa., Aug. 23.—Fire broke out at 


midnight in the engine- room of the Erie Pail 
Works and the plant is doomed. The works 
have been burned three times. The loss will 
not be less than 565.000, on which there is 
insurance of ‘$30,000. The fire is one of a 
dozen within the last twenty-four hours.

GENERAL MANAGER ST. JOHN TELLS 
. OF THE STRIKE TROUBLES, 


He Is the First Witness Before the Labor 
Commission to Testify Regarding the 
Part the Roads Took in the Strike=He 
Denies as True Some of the Evidence 
Produced on Behalf of the A. k. v.— 
What He Thought of Labor Troubles. 
“The session of the Labor Commission yes- 
: was nearly consumed by the examina- 
tion of E. St. John, President of the General 
’ Asssciation and General Mahager 
Chicago. Rock [sl and Pacific rail- 
= — * the first witness to testify in be- 
half ot the railroad companies. He was ac. 
companied by a stenographer who took the 
‘proceedings on behalf of the Rock Island 
company. Mr. St. John took occasi6n to 
deny as true the evidence of many of the wit- 
who testified on behalf of the American 
Railway Union and the employés of the rail- 
road companies. When he was asked what 
be knew about the strike and the violence in- 
cident to it he produced a report, giving the 
history of the strike so far as it affected the 
Kock Island company, beginning with June 
29 and giving the daily occurrences up to and 
ineluding July 12. This report told of the 
riots at Blue Island and all violence that oc- 
curred on the property of the Rock Island. 


. It showed the participants in the disturbances. 


were, for the most part, railroad men, and in 
this respect differed from the testimony here- 
yofore offered. It also showed that the 
total number of the men engaged in the 
strike, so far as the Rock Island road is con- 
cerned, was 522, and all the others that went 
éut did so through fear and intimidation. The 
© number of strikers reinstated is seventy-four 
and all employés against whom no charges 
were preferred bave been employed. The re- 

was compiled in the operating depart- 
ment of the road, where a record of the strike 
has been kept, and Mr. St. John did not know 
the facts contained therein of his own knowl- 
edge. Mr. St. John testified there had been 
no reduction of wages on the Rock Island 
road in the last two or three years 
but in that time the forces have been reduced. 
He said the company had within that time 

N the wages of the men, and in some 


cases had done so voluntarily. The operating 
forces of the company belonged to different 


organizations, and if they had grievances they 
presented them to the company, andif the 
was too low the matter was remedied. 

The company, he said, was always glad to 
hear grievances. Hesaid the company had 
notattempted to settle the strike, as there 
was noth for it to adjust. The company 
was not informed the men were going to 
strike except through the press. The men 
had no grievances affainst the Rock Island 
road, and it was entirely a sympathetic strike. 

| Knows of No Black List. 


„What has been the habit of the Rock Is- 
land road so far as black listing is concern- 
‘ed?’ asked Commissioner Kernan. 

“We hear a great deal of black listing.“ 
answered Mr. St. John. I have read in the 
last few days more than I ever heard before 

nder one of our rules if an em- 
ployé is discharged for cause he cannot go to 
work for any other department of the road 
and his name is sent to all the departments 
of the road so he cannot be discharged on one 
division and go to work for another. He is 
not reported to any other railroad. When 
he is discharged we give him a clear- 
ance card, which shows the reason 
of his discharge, and if he applies to 
another road for work and refers that 
toad to us we will send that road on applica- 
tion the facts in regard to his discharge, but 
do not do so unless we are asked about the 
man. There is no such thing as a black list 


sent from one road to another so far as 


being 

the Rock Island is concerned, and if other 
roads have such a list I have never heard of 
‘it There is no road in the coantry where the 
relations of the employés and the officials of 
the company are more pleasant. The doors 
of the officials are always open to the em- 
ployés, and there is no man that cannot reach 
the President or General Manager if he wish- 
es. We have had a strike among the awitch- 
men on the Rock Island road, but it was of 
small moment. Ido not remember of ever 
having a general strike on the road. 

The Rock Island company has a contract 
with the Pullman company, which Iwill leave 
with the commission if the commission alone 
wis hes to use it, but Ido not wish to see it in 
print tomorrow morning. The Rock Island 
_owns a half interest in all Pullman cars oper- 
ated on its lines. A number of years ago we 
owned all of our sleeping cars, but we found 
it desirable to be relieved from their opera- 

tion and we made a contract with the Pull. 
man company by which it bought a half in- 
terest and we retained the other half. One half 
of the expenses is borne by us and one 
half of the receipts are turned over to us. 
We are obliged to haul the Pullman cars on 
all trains that we desire to operate them and 
to the extent the service requires. We do not 
bare to pay mileage rates on those cars in 
which we are part owners. Weare at liberty 
to leu ve the Pullman cars off and operate any 
other cars, and we often find it neceseary to 
the cars of some other company, and in 
that case both companies are notified. The 
contract is dated Dec, 15, 1879, and extends 
to Jan. 1, 1895. Incase of a strike we are 
not released from hauiing the cars. 
Loss Will Be Heavy. 

“ I cannot tell the exact loss we have suf. 
fered on account of the strike, but it will 
2 amount to from $800,000 to 

1,000,000, There wus little violence and 
destruction of property outside of Illiaois. 
Frequently we have to use extra cars, and in 

case the Pullman company furnishes 

them and we pay them for them, but under 

ordinary circumstances and the present con- 

dition of business the cars owned jointly are 
‘ample to meet all demands. 

Will you state what, in your opinion, was 
the effect of the Columbian Exposition upon 
the business of your road? Did you increase

It was organized April 
20, 1886, and the members were composed 
of general managers and assistant general 
managers of roads terminating in Chicago, 
and the object was the consideration of prob- 
lems of management arising from the opera- 
tion of railroads terminating in Chicago. He 
said they had compiled a wage schedule, but 
such a thing asa black list was unknown to 
them. They had settled questions in regard 
to wage troubles. He told of the settlement 

roposed by the A. R. U. through Mayor 

opkins. and of the refusal on the part of the 
General Railway Managers to accept the 
same, He declared the statement that when 
Gen. Miles came tothe city he repaired at 
once to the genbral headquarters of the Gen- 
eral Managers’ Association was false. 


How to Avoid Trouble. 


He was then asked the usual question as to 
what — — he had to make relative to 
the avoidance of labor troubles, and in au- 
swer he said he had anticipated that question 
— had jotted down his answer. It is as fol- 

ows: 

What suggestions have you to make rela- 
tive to the avoidance of labor difficulties?” 

At this time I am unable to offer any sug- 
gestion that could by any possibility be con- 
sidered even by myself as in any way likely 
to solve the problem — by your ques- 
tion. I have given the matter much thought, 
and as often as it seemed I was approaching a 
possible panacea for all labor troubles my 
fondest hopes have been'shattered by reading 
arguments against the very view I had evi- 
dently hastily formed promulgated in paper 
or magazine by some eminent scholar, politi- 
cal economist, or noted writer. The govern- 
ment control of railroads would seem to me to 
involve possibilities that might prove dan- 
gerous to the government itself. Arbitration 


established by law it would seem, could not 


prove effective in all cases, for, if applied to 
wages, it would naturally be found extremely 
difficult to enforce its decisions unless it was 
also able to determine the amount of busi- 
ness the employer should do and the prices 
to be obtained for the transportation fur- 
nished, or the goods sold, which must include 
the cost thereof and a reasonable profit on the 
capital invested, together with the wages to 
be paid for the labor involved. Again, arbi- 
tration which might prove objectionable to 
the employé could rdly prove effective, 
for the result would naturally prove dis- 
astrous to the employer from the fact that the 
results to him of the work that is likely 
to be accomplished under such circumstances 
would prove unsatisfactory if even the em- 
ployés themselves did not withdraw, which 
might prove the desirable thing for both par- 
ties thereto. In many cases and where the 
Merences were slight between the employer 
and employé arbitration,would undoubtedly 
prove in the future, asin the past, very desir- 
able and effective. To many minds the law 
of supply and demand must still govern. It 
is a principle ds old as the government itself 
and has proven in the years past effective as 
applied to both employer and employé, 
but in the minds of maay it is to prove 
ineffective in the future. Can this be so? I 
feel quite sure the opinion expressed by that 
eminent jurist Judge Cooley, in his able paper 
read before the American Bar Association at 
its annual meeting held in Saratoga, Aug. 22, 
is correct, so far as it relates to the recent 
troubles of the American Railway Union. 
Learned men the world over are today giving 
this matter their best thought, and it is not 
improbable in the no distant future the 
problem may find its solution, and that the 
solution may prove one that shall, with injury 
to none, be satisfactory to all. I most sin- 
cerely trust this may be the result.”’ 
Asks Him About “Sympathy.” 

Commissioner Kernan and Mr. St. John 
then had a long discussion as to the merits of 
alaw proyiding for arbitration, the arbitra- 
tors having the same poweras the mémbers 
of the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
and Mr. St. John thought it was not practical, 
as conditions would arise that would work 
gross injustice to either side. 

Commissioner Kernan then sprung a little 
surprise on Mr. St. John. He asked him if he 
did not think when the men raised a question 
as to their wages on but one road and the 
General Managers’ Association settled the 
grievance that the action of the representa- 
tives of all the roads except the one directly 
interested was sympathetic. Mr. St. John 
did not like the use of the word sympa- 
thetic.’’ and it took a great many questions to 
bring out an answer. He said he hardly 
thought it was. 

By unitingin the way that you did, is it 
not fair to state that you were sympathetical- 
ly united? pointedly asked Mr. Kernan, and 
the lu borites in the audience applauded the 
question. 

In the troubles we have just experienced.“ 
answered Mr. St. John, ILthink it was per- 
fectly right. If aman burns my house and 
my neighbor’s, we will join in the protection 
of both. You may call it sympathy, or not, 
but it is.a different sympathy from that which 
brought about the boycott. That was some- 
thing in which the men had no interest.

Criticises the Dailw Press. 

Cnc, Aug. 21.—[ Editor of The Tribune - 
There is one faét which does not seem to have 
been brought out in the oxamination of the young 
women before the Labor Commission, but which 
ought to be brought to the attention of the pub- 
lic and emphasized as it deserves to be, and it is 
this: While the wages of the men were reduced 
from 33 to 57 per cent the wages of the women 
were reduced from 50 to 85 percent. Women 
getting $8 and $8.10 fora piece of work in Do- 
cember, 1893, four months after were cut down 
to $1.65 and $1.80 for the same work. Certainly 
no newspaper in Chicago will attempt to find an 
excuse for such an outrage of justice. Many of 
these women were supporting families by their 
earnings, already too pitifully small to meet the 
exorbitant demands for even the necessities of 
life in the Town of Pullman. Some of us who in- 
vestigated the wage rates and other conditions at 
Pullman at the beginning of this trouble have 
been surprised at the lack of enterprising jour- 
nalism in Chicago. We have even thought that 
the wise man who declared that he “had said in 
his haste all men are liars” was not so 
mney as he thought. Had 
chicken-fight a. @ saloon 
some back alley at Pullman no doubt we should 
have had an accurate and graphic acco nt of the 
whole proceeding, but we have looked in vain in 
some newspapers for any facts setting forth the 
true conditions at Pullman, and not one of the 
newspapers has told the whole truth. The out- 
rageous reductions of the wages of women, the 
indignities to which they have been subjected, 
when protesting against wages upon which they 
could not live, ought to make every woman who 
stands for justice for womanhood stand by these 
woman wage-earners of Pullman in their struggle 
for emancipation from industrial slavery.

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NEW TERMINAL PLAN. 


SOHEME FOR ELEVATED ROAD LOOP 


AROUND POSTOFFIOE 


Alley and Metropolitan Companies Are 
Now Hard at Work on the Terminal 
Questioun—Alley Bondholders May Be 
Asked to Take Scrip in Lieu of Interest 
for Five Fears — mali Bilis Are Scarce 
and PFay- Rolls Are Having to Be Met 
with Gold. 


The Alley Elevated and Metropolitan Ele- 
vated railroad companies have a new plan 
fora loop, The Wabash avenue scheme has 
been fully abandoned. The managements of 
the Alley and the Metropolitan companies 
have concluded that Mr. Yerkes’ combination 
of Northwestern Elevated and Lake Street 
Elevated companies has no desire to unite 
with the other two companies in a union loop, 
and they have been can vassing the situation 
elsewhere. Their efforts have crystallized 
into a plan fora loop for the Alley and Metro- 
politan companies only. Theidea is for the 
A'ley road to cut through to Dearborn street 
from its present terminal and run north toa 
loop around the block upon which the Post- 
office building now stands. The Metropolitan 
would come easton Van Buren street to Clark 
street and north on Clark to this same loop. 
‘There are strong hopes that the consent 
of property-owners can be obtained forsuch a loop 
as this, and in many ways it is declared it will be 
quite as desirable as the original plan for the 
Wabash avenue loop, and it will be less expensive. 
The Alley Elevated road will be forced to buy 
some property in cutting through from its present 
terminal to Dearborn street, but the expense of 
that would by no means be prohibitive. R. Sum- 
mers Hayes, who is really the financial head of 
the Metropolitan, and whois also an important 
factor in the Alley Elevated management,is now in 
the city and Uevoting his time fully to the elevated 
railroad situation here. It is not improbable that 
some definite action will be taken before he leaves, 
or will at beast be arraaged for. 

A plan has been broached regarding Alley Ele- 
vn conpons by which itis hor that fore- 
closure proceedi can be prevented, and the 
road kept out of the courts until the down-town 
loop is completed, some extensions built, and the 
earning capacity of the property roally, tested. 
This plan looks toward getting bondholders to 
agree Accept scrip issued by the company in 
lieu of interest for a period of five years, the scrip 
itseif bearing interest, and to be redeemabie in 
eash before the end of that termif the company 
is in a position to do so. The plan is certainly 
one that would readily commend itself to stock- 
holders of the company, but there is question 
about it meeting with favor with the more dee 
ly interested bondholders. The Extension bonds 
of the Alley Elevated are in a post- 
tion to attract some speculative interest. 
As a sound investment security they of course 
have indifferent merit, because they are first 
mortgage on only a portion of the line that is not 


at all essential to the operation of the property, 


but speculatively they are in a position to contro 

the situation. They are a second mortgage on the 
entire property of the company, and could there- 
fore control the property in its reorganization to 
the exclusion of the stock or could force the 
stock to pay an assessment. At present market 
quotations the entire capital stock of the com- 
pany is selling on a basis of $700,000, while this 
issue of bonds is selling ona basis of $900,000; 
$450,000, then, would control the majority of 
the bonds and would thus control the property 
in a rearga@nizgation. If operators could be cer- 
tain that the property is equal to earning operat- 
ing expenses and caring for the first mortgage 
charges the extension would offer a tempting 
speculative opportunity. 

It is the usual thing in the currency situation 
to have a famine in staall bills at this season of 
the year, and there is no exception this year. A 
month ago the local banks were extraordinarily 
woll supplied with small bills, and were using 
their best endeavors to get rid of them. The sit- 
uation is just the reverse. A few of the banks 
still have enough to get on comfortably with, but 
a good many of them have completely exhausted 
their supply, and some are sending to Washing- 
ton for more. In such cases New York corre- 
spondents have been notified to deposit gold in 
the Subtreasury and order shipments of small 
bills from Washington, and the request bri on 
vigorous protest from New York correspondents, 
but the transactions have been carried through 
in spite of that, The American Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank, which has the city pay-rolls this 
month, was looking aftor a supply of | 
bills yesterday and could find none. The ‘city 
employés will probably be paid in gold in conse- 

uence, Treasury officials are hopeful that this 

emand for small bills will force the exchange of 
considerable gold, but the New York correspond- 
ents are objecting so vigorously to supply the 
gold for that purpose that most of the banks here 
hesitate about calling upon them to do it.

WORK PROGRESSING ON THE WATER- 
WAY IN JAOKSON PARK. 


— 


Idea of Making a Connection with the 
Drainage Canal Appears te Be the 
Work of Imagination=Drainage Board 
Trustees and Park Commissioners Have 
Not Considered the Scheme—Insupera- 
ble Objections in the Way- Would Re- 
quire Too Great Expenditure. — : 


Work on the canal to connect the water- 
ways of Jackson and Washington Parks is 
far enough along to make a good showing. 
It has bean under way only a short time, but 
is being pushed forward with a rapidity that 
insures its completion before snow flies. The 
work is being done eastward from Cottage 
Grove avenue and the diggers are now nearly 
to the spot where the Ferris Wheel stood. 
However, the plans of the Commission- 
ers will not be fully carried out this 
year. ‘The driveways, walks, and plant- 
ing spaces on either side of the 
canal will be finished, leaving only as much 
of a depression for the waterway us results 
from the excavation of enough earth to grade 
the roads, walks, and spaces—a canal 100 
feet wide of an average depth of three feet. 
Provision has been made for bridges at Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, Madison aveaue, Woodlawn 
avenue, Ellis avenue, and Stony Island avenue. 
The outside driveways are each forty feet 
wide; then comes a space for sod and trees,

Commercial Feeder an Impossibility. 

As a commercial feeder therefore is

One hundred 
thousand cubic feet per minute would not 
meet the requirements. The situation in so 
far as the drainage canal is concerned is 
this: Its capacity south of the Summit is 
600.000 cubic feet a minute, but ac- 
cording to the estimates this capacity 
will not be required until the city has a popu- 
lation of 8,000,000. North, or east of the 
Summit, its capacity is 300,000 cubic feet 
per minute, a volume believed to be sufficient 
for all purposes until the population has 
nearly doubled, and which for the most part 
will be supplied by the South Branch 
of the Chicago River after it 
has been widened and deepened, 
as will have to be done. At a flow of the cur- 
rent not to exceed one mile and a haif an 
hour, which marine men say is as much as 
water traffic will stand, the river volume is 
estimated at 200,000 cubic feet per minute. 
In order to get the other 100,000 feet needed 
the board will have to come to an 
enlargement of the river. To do that 
it will be necessary to condemn lands, dock 
privileges. andgbuildings for the purpose of 
rocuring width fas well as depth.

FALL RANGE COMPETITIONS TO FOL, 
LOW ARMY MANEUVERS. 


| They Will Form an Interesting Series of 


Contests Between the Crack Shots, Be- 
ginning in September and Lasting Into 
Octeber=New Army Rifle Is to Have a 
Thorough Test from Expert Marksmen

When the present army maneuvers are done 
there will still be plenty of activity about 
Fort Sheridan. The fall target competitions 
on the Sheridan range early in September 
will not be completed till the middie of Octo- 
ber. First the competition for the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri will begin on Sept. 12, 
and immediately after ite completion, Oct. 4, 
the general army competition will begin and 
last until the 18th. 

It will in many respects be the most inter- 
esting series of competitions held for a long 
while, While it is on there is to be an elabo- 
rate test of the new Krag-Jorgensen rifle, the 
high-power infantry arm which is shortly to 


be issued to all the troops. The War Depart-

This would destroy the boulevard completely, 
Neither the South Park Commissioners, the 
Drainage Board, nor anybody eise has the 
authority to convert the boulevard into a 
waterway. They must go to the ere 
and get the authority from that v. The 
pro improvement would likely be 
offensive to the people who must pay the 
taxes. They are not going to allow it to be 
done. Their opposition would make itself 
felt in the Legisiature. 

Then at the outset there would surely be an 
embarrassing dispute as to the uses to which 
such a waterway should be put. James W.

If the canal 
were made wide enough to carry a sufficient 
quantity of water to make its construction 
for feeder purpuses worth the while, the boule- 
vards in question would be rendered useless 
for the purpose for which they were originally 
designed. No such diversion of thein would 
be, legal or would be tolerated by the people. 
If the canal were made of sufficient width and 
depth for commercial purposes the cost of 
railroad and other bridges would be prohib- 
itory. The Drainage Trustees should not 
spend their time on visionary projects of this 
character, but make their surveys of the 
South Branch, find how much it will cost to 
improve it se that it will deliver a reasonabie 
amount of water at a rate of flow which will 
not interfere with navigation, and then lay 
the facts before the taxpayersof the district 
and see if they are willing to stand the ex- 
pense. 1 

HELP FOR THE NEEDY AT PULLMAN. 
The strike at Pullman is dead. It has been 
dead for weeks. He who pretends that it is 
alive and that there is a possibility of its suc- 
ceeding talks mischievously as well as fool- 
ishly. Yet that is what Mr. Heathcote, who 
was the strike leader at Pullman, is doing. 
When advised by some of the members of the 
County Board day before yesterday to declare 
the strike off formally he refused to do so, 
saying that if he did other iabor organizations 
would stop sending relief. and that he did not 
believe the Pullman company could ho!d out 
long with its many inexperienced men. 

Mr. Heathcote is on the Pullman blacklist. 


He knows that he cannot get work there 


again. This may explain though it cannot 
justify his determination that the strike shall 
not be declared off. As he cannot go back he 
does not want others to do so. He would 
stand better before the people, however, by 
giving up a phantom leadership and doing all 
in his power to remove the last obstacle which 
stands in the way of others getting work, even 
though he knows that he himself cannot be 
bénefited thereby. Like other leaders of lost 
causes he should tell his followers to make the 
best terms they can and not do anything to 
make their lot worse than it is. 

The strike at Pullman should be declared 
off, but whether it is declared off or not aid 
should be quickly and cheerfully given to the 
people there, not as strikers carrying on a 
struggle with an employer, but because they 
are. suffering and are therefore entitled to 
sympathy and help. The distress at Pullman 
is such that that help should be given at once 
with an open and ungrudging hand and in 
sufficient measure. It should be given at 
once, even if the empty pretense that there 1s 
a strike is kept up by Mr. Heathcote, who 
ought to be more unselfish and more mindiul 
of the real interests of his associates. This 
is no time to stand on punctilio or argue dead 
issues with*Heathcote, and it is no time to 
inquire * Who is to blame?’ or to say “I 
told you so.” 

The hunger and, the nakedness at Pullman 
must be dealt with first. The people of Chi- 
cago should not be chary of their contribu- 
tions in this good cause. Provisions, cloth- 
ing, and money will all be useful. If there 
are any who wish to send money Tue Tu. 
uNK will receive and acknowledge their con- 
tributions and see that thev redch their des- 
tination: and Tue Tripuns will head its own 
list with a subscription of $200. Provisions 
and clothing. however, should be sent direct 
to the Chairman of the Relief committee at 
Pullman. 

The next question to be dieposed of is as to 
the future of these destitute ex-employés. 
There is not work enough at Pullman now 
for all of them and it may be some time be- 
fore there is work enough. But for these un- 
employed good mechanics, skilled workers in 
woods and metals, there must be employment 
elsewhere if there is none here. Therefore 
the Mayor should secure transportation for 
as many of them as he can to other points 
where they can find work. They will be giad 
to go if they can. They do not want to stay 
here and starve or depend on others. 

The first thing to do, however, is to feed the 
starving and clothe the naked, While that is 
being done by the ever-ready generosity of 
Chicagoans the Mayor and the County 
Board can be contriving ways and means for 
getting such of these unfortunate people as 
are out of employment to places where there 
will be a good and remunerative demand for 
their services. 
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JUDGE COOLEY ON THE STRIKE. 

The address of Judge Cooley, President of 
the American Bar Association, now in session 
at Saratoga, was printed in yesterday’s Tx1n- 
Uxk. It is devoted almost entirely to certain 
legal aspects of the recent Debs boycott and 
is a very clear statement of the folly and law- 
lessness of that ‘‘ sympathetic strike and of 
the perfect legality of President Cleveland's 
method of dealing with that strike when it in- 
terfered with the enforcement of Federal 
laws. Judge Cooley says: 

The position of Gov. Altgeld was that the main- 
tenance of peace and the repression of disorder 
were a State duty and the President was guilty of 
usurpation when he thus without request moved 
troops into the State for the purpose. We cdn- 
not admit that the position taken is even plausi- 
ble. It has no warrant whatever in the Federal 
Constitution, which. on the contrary. is distinct- 
ly against it. The President is to take care that 
the Federal laws be faithfuliy executed. and his 
doing so is not made to depend upon the will or 
consent of any one State. The duty is specialiy 
and in the plainest terms imposed upon him, and 
in the performance of it he is subordinate to no 
State authority. 


Judge Cooley might have added that the 
Federal and not the State authorities are the 
ones to decide whether the operation of Fed- 
eral laws is being interfered with. Altgeld's 
claim was in substance that he was the one to 
pass on that, and that if he did not think 
inter-State commerce was molested or the 
transportation of the mails hindered in Iili- 
nois the national guthorities must keep their 
hands off, and that if they did not they invad- 
ed the rights of a State. President Cleveland 
and the United States Court, both branches of 
Congress, and the people generally disagreed 
with Altgeld, « 

The Judge pointed out also the fatal defects 
of what is called “compulsory arbitration.” 
Said he: 

Boards of arbitration with their orders, and I 
may add also courts with their injunctions. can 


no more hold men to involuntary servitade for 
even a 
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continue his business when it is unprofitable; 
that is plain. But by contract when the service 
begins the peaceful remedies provided by law 
can be greatly extended; a sudden termination 
or damaging change of the relation by either 
party can be provided against, and any othe r 
stipulation important for the security of rights 
or to guard against the consequences of misfort- 
une may be made part of the terms of employ- 


ment. ) 
It is Judge Cooley's belief while there are 


legal difficulties in the way of a complete 
remedy for disputes between employers and 
men, yet that those disputes can be made less 
common and less severe by stipulations in 
contracts like those mentioned above, by 
legislation in furtherance of them,and bya 
public sentiment which supports vuetn. 


PROPERTY-OWNERS AND GRANTS OF 
FRANCHISES. 

The Council cannot give away the right to 
lay down car tracks or build an elevated road 
in any street without the consent of a major- 
ity of the owners of the frontage. This ro- 
striction on the powers of the local Legis- 
lature has worked well. It has not interfered 
with any needed improvement, but it has 
kept the Council from selling rights of way 
on and above the surface in every street of 
any consequence. But for this restriction, 
disregarding the remonstrances of citizens, 
the Aldermen would have sold out all the 
streets to the highest bidders and would have 
reveled in boodle. | 

The next Legislature ought to extend the 
wholesome restriction mentioned abore and 
make it apply to grants of the right to use 
the city streets for other purposes, so that the 
greed of the Aldermen may be curbed to some 
extent. For instance, the |charter should be 
amended so as to provide that permission can- 
not be granted to a new gas company to lay 
down mains on any street without the previ- 
ous consent of a majority of the property- 
owners. This condition will do no 3 
There are enough gas companies already, but 
next year, if the law remains as it is, speculat- 
ors will buy up the Council and get an ordi- 
nance for another company, or the Aidermen 
will pass an ordinance and then sell it to the 
persons who will give the most. There will 
be little demand for franchises to be used for 
blackmail purposes if no pipe can be laid un- 
der them except with the consent of a major- 
ity of the property-owners. The latter will 
make thorough investigation before they al- 
low the pavements they have paid for to be 
ripped up. 

If a company wants to dig up the.streets to 
lay conduits for any purpose, require it to 
get the consent of the majority of the owners 
of the abutting property. If another Bacon 
wants permission to lay pipes to transmit 
heat and power, to abate the smoke nuisance, 
etc., tell him that he cannot do it until he has 
satistied the property-owners that they will 
not be losers, even if they are not gainers, by 
giving him a right of way. Ifa limited veto 
on granting the use of the streets is given to 
property-owners it is possible that they will 
be deceived now and then. But if they are 
they will have only themselves to blame. And 
it is certain that they will not be cheated as 
often as the Council is bought, and therefore 
there will be much less interference with the 
streets than there-is now. 

There would be no objection to leaving to 
the Council the extensive powers it has now 
if the Aldermen would be measurably honest. 
But they are not and there is no reason to ex- 
pect an immediate improvement in their 
morality. There are too many tough wards 
which persist in sending to the Council year 
after year men who are known to be boodlers, 
The voters of those wards seem to prefer to 
be represented by toughs. And in some way 
boodiers manage to slip into the Council as 
representatives of a few of the decenter wards. 
For the protection of the citizens therefore 
the Legislature ought to limit the powers of 
the Aldermers Bad as they area great deal 
of authority must be left them, It is impos- 
sible to take from them entirely their power 
to make money in uulawful ways, It is pos- 
sible, however, to deprive them of one of 
their chiefest sources of illegitimate revenue 
by giving a majority of the property-owners 
a practical veto on ordinances which seek to 
confér on corporations or individuals the 
right to use public streets or alleys on. above, 
or below the surface for gainful purposes. 

FOR CLEAN STREETS AND ALLEYS. 

The Civic Federation has made an impor- 
tant point in gaining the consent of the city 
authorities to codperate with them and resolv- 
ing to do it for the proper cleaning of the 
streets and alleys of Chicago. The federation 
will appoint three sanitary inspectors, one of 
whom will bea woman. Their duty will be 
to watch the city inspectors and report all 
negligence on the part of contractors. They 
will make complaint to the Health Depart- 
ment of any improper sanitary conditions, en- 
deavor to inform the citizens of the duty they 
owe to themselves and the public, gand pros- 
ecute in cases where offenders need that spur 
to make them provide such arrangements as 
are essential to cleanliness. 

An office will be established in a central 
location, at which complaints can be made by 
citizens. These complaints will be investi- 
gated by the federation inspectors, and all 
that deserve it will be reported to the city 
Officials. It is said that in many parts of the 
city the officials are not so much to blame as 
are the citizens, and an effort will be made by 
the use of printed matter to instruct the peo- 
ple on the ordinances intended to govern the 
treatment of garbage, waste paper, and ashes. 
The printed sheets will contain statements 
of the duties of contractors and inspectors, so 
that every taxpayer may be enabled to know 
who is responsible for failure to keep clean in 
any particular instance. 

It is intended to try to have the wooden 


sheet-iron receptacle provided which can be 
kept within the premises of residents and 
easily handled by the scavengers. It is 
hoped to have the service so perfected that 
each wagon will havea regular route and regu- 
lar hours for calling at every house, to ar- 
range for the putting up of waste-paper boxes 
in the streets, educate the people to use them, 
and burn the coatents in a portable furnace. 
It is intended to see that the material swept 
from the surfaces of the streets be not al- 
lowed to lie in or near the gutters and scat- 
tered back again over the thoroughfare. In 
brief, a comprehensive and persistent effort 
will be made to have the streets and alleys of 
the city cleaned and to keep them clean. 
Mayor Hopkins has promised his support 
to the movement and says he will discharge 
any city employé who neglects his work, 


tion, and other officiais profess sympathy. 
So the Civic Federation starts out under good 
auspices and it remains to be seen if it can 
fight dirty streets and alleys and negligent in- 
spectors and scavengers till the one is a thing 
of the past and the other reformed. If the 
three inspectors are good ones they can make 
it lively for any who refuse to do their duty 
and shame any person who may strive to 
shield the negligent ones from what ought to 
be the consequences of undertaking to cheat 
the public. But it will require persistent 
patience to accomplish the reform aimed at. 
For not only must inspectors, contractors, 


have to be educated to a sense of their duty 
before we can have a clean city. Residents 
must be taught what they ought to do and 
many of them skillfully ‘‘persuaded”’ to

If not already known, experience soon will 
demonstrate to the Civic Federation that 
eternal vigilance is the price of cleanliness in 
the thoroughfares of Chicago. 

And it is probable also that experience will 
teach the Civic Federation that faith is no 
more to be put in the promises of Mayors 
than of Princes. It will find that while the 
Mayor has said he will discharge any city 
employé who neglects his work, he will de- 
cline to take the word of the federation that 
there has bean neglect when the person re- 
ported against has that virtue known as ia- 
fluence,”’ In such cases the Mayor will not 
remove, but he will say that he will investi- 
gate. That will be equivalent to a polite re- 
fusal to drop a man who, while not a good 
servant of the city, is so useful politically that 
his services cannot be dispensed with. 
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KEEP OUT THE ANARCHISTS, 

Owing to the opposition of one or two Rep- 
resentatives, whose intentions are good per- 
haps, but whose actions are mischievous, Con- 
gress may adjourn without taking action on 
the measures before it for the keeping out of 
alien Anarchists, Senator Hill's bill, which 
has passed the Senate, would pass the House 
without difficulty but for the fact that there is 
nota quorum and that business cannot be 
done without unanimous consent. 7 

Representatives Warner of New York and 
Goldzier of Chicago are much di tressed at the 
powers it is proposed to confer on the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to deport Anarchists who 
manage to smuggle themselves into the United 
States because they think they can carry on 
their agitation more safely here than in Eu- 
rope. The pending bill does not give to any 
branch of the government the power to lay 
hands on a citizen of the United States and 
deport him. It is based on the principle that 
every government has a right to forbid the 
immigration of any objectionable characters 
it pleases, and that if they manage to.get in it 
has a right to put them out. The United 
States is under no obligation to let in all who 
apply at Castle Garden for admission. It can 
try to keep out Anarchists as it tries to keep 
out.paupers, criminals, and Chinese. 

It is claimed by objecting Congressmen that 
Anarchist is too vague a word, and that if 
the bill were passed innocent parties would 
suffer. There need be no fears on that score. 
The administrative officers would be exceed. 
ingly careful how they exercised their author- 
ity, and only notorious Anarchists who had 
made their reputatione abroad and found 
Europe too hot for them would be deported. 
Unquestienably the law would te enforced 
with too little instead of too much rigidity. 
Senator Hill’s bill should pass. It is notin 
violation of the Constitution and its object is 
admirable. Tender-hearted Congressmen who 
object to it may think it hard to refuse to give 
a runaway Anarchist a chance to reform in 
this country, but the trouble is they never do 
reform.

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SALARIES IN WHEAT, COTTON, OR SILVER 

A number of labor leaders are pleading for 
{ree silver coinage at a ratio which would cat 
down by 50 cents the buying power of each 
dollar. In suppor of this they say that be. 
fore the demonetization of silver 35,000 
bushels of wheat or 350,000 pounds of cot- 
ton would have paid tae salary of the Presi- 
dent, while today he receives the equivalent 
of 100,000 bushels of wheat or 1,000,000 
pounds of cotton, and the same proportion 
applies to all other fixed salaries and in- 
comes. It should be sufficient answer to 
this to say that the salary of the President of 
the United States was doubled in 1873, cer- 
tainly before any change in values could have 
resulted from the alleged demonetization, 
that it is no larger now than it wastwenty years 
ago, and that the principal argument adduced 
by those who advocated such increase was the 
fact that the salary then was paid in depreci- 
ated paper currency, and therefore was not 
worth as much in buying power as formerly. 
The same argument would be brought to bear 
if the buying power of the dollar was reduced 
as wanted by the advocates of free silver 
coinage. It would be made net only for. an 
increase in the salary of the President but 
of all other men earning or drawing salaries, 
in public or private capacities. The workers 
would make a similar demand. If alt gained 
it none of them would be any better off than 
now. But there is every reason to fear that 
the toilers never would obtain the full ad- 
vance asked for to meet the new condi- 
tions, because the shrinkage in the working 
power of money would render it more diiffi- 
cult to employ men and pay wages. In such 
case the toiler would be immefsely worse off 
than now. He then would have ample time 
to curse his own folly in bringing upon his 
own head a far greater calamity than he did 
by voting nearly two years ago to replace 
plenty by a panicand high wages and full 
employment by lower wages and scarcity of 
work. 


Tue Mayor has approved the bond of the 
Universal Gas company and it can begin as 
soon asit pleases to carry outits plans for 
furnishing the people of Chicago with dol- 
lar gas. While the bond has been approved 
itis not known positively as yet in whose 
hands this new franchise is. Some persons 
still claim that it belongs to the gas trust and 
will be used by itin connection with the ze. 
organization necessitated by the recent de- 
cree entered in Judge Windes’ court. (thers, 
and they are in thé majority, are confident 
that the ordinance was passed for the benefit 
of the Mutual company of Hyde Park. If 
that should be the case it is easy to foretell 
what will happen. In the course of time men 
will begin digging up the streets in the Fourth 
Ward for the purpose of laying the mains of 
the Mutual, while solicitors will visit store- 
keepers and householders to get them to 
agree to take the dollar gas. Then all ofa 
sudden it will be learned that those persons 
who own the majority of the stock of the old 
gas companies have acquired the controlling 
interest in the Mutual. It will be discovered 
afterwards that they paid a very heavy price 
tor it. At the same time that this change of 
ownership takes place the digging up of the 
streets and the laying of mains will stop, and 
no more will, be heard of the Universal Gas 
company or of the benevolent designs of its 
promoters to supply Chicagoans with cheap 
gas. It will go where the Equitable and other 
beneficent gas companies have gone. 


Wren there occurred a revolt against the 
Federal laws in several of the Western States, 
the Southern people naturally were interested in 
seeing the bitter medicine of Federal force ad- 
ministered to the recaicitrants. The Southern 
people havea lively remembrance of how that 
sort of physic was forced upon them by their 
Western and Northern brothers, and when the 
time came to hand around the dose to the other 
fellows every sentiment of fair play, every desire 
for evenly dealt-out justice, joined to demand 
that the others should be made to swallow their 
medicine. The Southern people had no idea of 
assisting to thrust the bitter stuff down any- 
body's throat, but they wanted to see all the boys 
get their dose, and they saw it. That is all of the 
matter.—New Orleans Picayune.

Cleveland. 


Sitver in London was lower yesterday, 
probably as a consequence of the news that 
the proposed Chinese loan could not be 
placed. It was quoted at 29 3-16 pence per 
ounce of the British standard of fineness, 
which corresponds to 50% cents for the value 
of the pure metal in the Uuited States dollar. 
The New York quotation for dar silver was 
64% cents, corresponding to a shade above 
50 cents for the bullion value of the silver 
dollar. China and Japan are both on a silver 
basis, which fact is sufficient to explain the 
connection of their proposed loans with a rise 
in the bullion value of silver in Europe. At 
the same time it should be remembered that 
only a part of the money borrowed would be 
wanted in silver, as that paid out in Europe 
for war material would be in gold or its paper 
equivalent, It 1 difficult to say here how 


— — 


much of credit should be given to the rumor 


that it is contemplated to issue a new silver 
coin in India, but the statement appears to be 
an improbable one. 
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Ture is a grain of comfort in the informa- 
tion that the leading silver men at Washington 
have given upall hope of further pushing their 
uefarious scheme during the present session of 
Congress. It would be much better fur the 
country if they would decide to abandon for 
all time their efforts to unsettle the national 
finances and the confidence in the stability of 
the currency which is necessary to activity in 
legitimate business. They directly are re- 
sponsible for the money panic of the early 
part of last year, and probably for no small 
part of the business depression which fol- 
lowed it, The prospect of a large reduction 
in the tariff would have caused a vast amount 
of . hesitation in trade and suspension in 
manufacturing industries, but the lassitude 
due to that came along as an addition to the 
money panic, and the eum of the two was 
greater than either alone. The senseless agi- 
tation for a change which would debase by 
one-half the present currency unit, sweeping 
out of existence 800 millions of purchasing 
ana working power from the money now in 
hand and correspondingly prostrating all the 
industrial energies of the people, should be 
frowned down by every honest man.

ALTGELD AND FIFER. 


St. Louis Westliche Post, Aug. 20: If it were 
true that the people have always the govern- 
ment they deserve the citizens of Illinois at pres- 
ent would have the strongest possible reasons to 
travel only incognito; for amore miserable State 
Government than their present one cannot be 
conceived.

The administration of the Joliet Penitentiary 
constituted Altgeld’s chief object of attack.

Every observer of our political history 
during the last twenty years must have been 
struck with the change which has taken place 
in tne attitude of our people towards the 
fundamental principles of our government. 
Large bodies*of our fellow-citizens insist that 
because they choose not to work no one else 
shall work in their place; that every man 
who wishes to follow a certain trade shall 
join an association which they form and sub- 
mit his liberty to its control, or else abandon 
his calling; and that if a man refuses to em- 
ploy. them on terms which they dictate he 
shall employ no one else. Upon claims like 
these are justified the efforts to prevent the 
employment of non-union men by refusing to 
work with them, by boycotting employers 
who allow them to work, and by murderous 
attacks upon them when they take the placa 
of strikers. 

Respect for the result of elections seems 
to be disappearing, and political fartisans are 
ready apparently to resort to any expedient 
to enable them to retain or to acquire power.

EXPLORERS LEFT ON KOLQUEV ISLAND. 


Yacht Saxon Obliged to Abandon Theme 
Walter Wellman Criticised, 

ABERDEEN, Aug. 23.—The yacht Saxon has 
arrived at Peterhead, returning from a scien- 
tific expedition to the Arctic regions. It re- 
ports it landed Prof. Aubrey Battye, the or- 
nithologist, aud one companion on Kolquev 
Island,a hundred miles from the Russlan 
coast, June 2. The Saxon, however, was 
obliged to abandon. Battye and his companion 
on account of the heavy seas and the ice, 
which threatened the destruction of the yacht, 
It is hoped the explorers will be rescued by 
the next Russian gunboat which visits the 
island.

OOVERY BY DR KOOH 


A Lymph Called Antitoxine Does the Bus- 
iness and an Experiment Station in 
New York Is to Be Asked For by the 
Roard of Health-Atalautis Wants the 
Rig Fight as an Opening Feature 
Marie Tempest Makes an Osculation 
Record- New York News. . 

New York, Aug. 23.—[Special,]—The 
monthly meeting of the State Board of 

Health was dragging along in a dry and desul- 

tory fashion this morning at the Murray Hill 

Hotel when a statement made by Dr. Cyrus 

Edson caused the dignified Chairman, Dr. F. 

O. Donohue, and all the others to start with 

surprise and interest. He announced that 

Dr. Hermann M. Biggs, the bdacteriologist 

and pathologist of the New York City Health 

Department, had just returned from Germany, 

where he had made an elaborate study of 

a hew lymph or injection for the cure of diph- 

theria. This lymph. or antitexine, as he 

called it, Dr. Edson said was Dr. Koch’s lat- 
est and greatest discovery. Dr. Biggs consid- 
ered it an infallible cure for diphtheria if ap- 
plied within thirty-six hours after injection. 
The principle was the same as that of the cel- 


} ebrated lymph which Dr; Koch discovered for 


the cure of consumption. Dr. Edson defended 


| the latter, which he said was ail that Dr. Koch 


had claimed for it, though not what the pub- 
lic at first ignorantly thdught it to be. 

Dr. Edson said he had heard of this remedy 
some time ago. Rumors of its efficacy kept 
coming across until it was thought advisable 
to send Dr. Biggs to Berlin to investigate it. 
Dr. Bigge, he said, had spent a great deal of 
time in the laboratories there studying the 
new antitoxine. Whatever doubts Dr. Biggs 
had at first were dissipated by his observa- 
tions. He had seen Prof. Virchow and other 
famous German scientists who had investi- 
gated the remedy and had come to the same 
conclusion as himself. In Berlin he found 
between 3,000 and 4,000 well-attested cases 
im which diphtheria had been cured by this 
new antitoxive. Such proof as that could not 
be disputed and Dr. Biggs returned to Amer- 
ica enthusiastic over the new Koch discovery. 

Dr. Edson would not then go into an ex- 
planation of the autitoxive, except to say that 
it was an injection of the blood of animals, 
which killed whatever poison germs of diph- 
theria were in the system. Hesaid he was not 
prepared yet to give all the details. He was 
so satisfied of the efficacy of the lymph, how- 
ever, that he intended to ask from the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment an appro- 
priation of $30,000 for the establishment of 
an experimental station for the manufacture 
and use of the antitoxive as socn as all the 
necessary arrangements could be made. That 
showed what great faith he had in the reme- 
dy. He felt sure if it were placed in the 
hands of the Health Department it would save 
next year the lives of at least 1,500 people in 
this city. 

This was not a speech, but a kind of in- 
formal talk from Dr. Edson, as they were all 
sitting around a small table ia a parlor at the 

,hotel. When he finished there wasa buzz of 
excited comment from the other directors.

Certainly, if it is

Dr. Biggs went down to the Bureau of 
Bacteriology, No; 42 Bleecker street, today, 
and met, by invitation, a number of physi- 
cians of this city. He talked diphtheria and 
the new diphtheria cure to them. He gavethe 
results of nine months’ experiments in Ber- 
lin. Cultures of the diphtheria bacillus were

HOMAGE TO GEORGE INNESS, ARTIST, 


Funeral Services Held at the National 
Academy of Design. . 
New York, Aug. 23.—|Special.|—George 
Inness, to whom a Hellenic people wa have 
raised statues, received today the most deli- 
cately impressive homage that the modern 
world may pay. He bad been 
great enough to deserve the name of 
artist, and the members of the

His detinition of socialism is as follows: So- 
cialism is that contemplated system of industrial 
society which proposes the abolition of 
private property in the great material instru- 
ments of production, and the substitution 
therefor ofj collective Sproperty, and advocates 
the collective management of production, to- 
gether with the distribution of social income by 
society, and private property in the larger pro- 
portion of this social income.“ The argument in 
its favor is presented witn all the ingenuity and 
skill at his command. That the case has lost 
nothing in his hands is shown in the opening par- 
agraph of Part III., entitled The Weakness of 
Socialism.” The discussion of this topic 
opens with the statement that Social 
ism is as strong us the 
* which can de made 

ight chapters, covering seyenty-five pages, are 
given to his presentation the “ Weakness of 
Socialism:”’ 
showing the weakness of the arguments against 
socialism instead of the weakness of socialism 
itself. His analysis leaves a distinct impression 
of his belief in the sentiment expres in the 
title to the second chapter. Alieged, but Not 
Valid Objections to socialism.” He ds three 
objections of considerable importance. The first 
two relate tothe difficulty of socializing or na- 
tionalizing, as he would say, manufactures and 
foreign commerce. Agriculture seems to him to 
present a wellnigh insurmountable obstacle. To 
the discussion of these difficulties less than six 
pages of tentative review are given.

creasing warmth the socialistic program. The

forms of social organizations are de- 
signed to be terse and vigorous expressions 
of their principies, and they stand without chal- 
lenge or criticism. The second appendix, of 
forty-three pages, is devoted to a bibliography of 
socialism. The final and forceful impressions 
left upon the mind of the reader must be rad- 
ically socialistic. If the book teaches anything 
it teaches socialism.

Nearly 400 pages are devoted to exploiting the 
claim of Socialists the common ownership 
of all the material instruments of production,” 
and the management of industrial enterprises 
by the chosen representatives of the people would 
cure the evils of our present system, but no inti- 
mation is given the temptations to specu- 
lation and fraud would thereby be increased a 
thousand fold. Aspirit of obedience to law, a 
respect for rightfully constituted authority is 
the prerequisite of good citizenship. But the 
thought of this volume is based on the assump- 
tion t law and authority are organized op- 
pression. 

An article entitled Natural Monopolies 
and the Workingman—A Program of Social 
Reform,” which was written by Dr. iy, 
and appeared in the North 4dmerican Review 
last March, is the most courageous statement 
of his opinions which Ihave seen. In chis he 
defines natural monopolies as the non-competi- 
tive class of industries, such as ** railways, tele- 

raphs, telephones, canals, irrigation works, har- 
bors, gas works, street-car lines, and the like. 
After showing the abuses that arise from private 
or corporate ownership of such property, he 
says: “ Achange of policy with respect to busi- 
nesses of this kind is advocated. It is laid down 
as a genoral principle that non-competitive busi- 
nesses — be owned and managed by the gov- 
ernment, either National, State, or local. 


State Control of Industries. 


He estimates that the non-competitive businesses 
represent more than “ one-fourth part of the en- 
tire wealth of our industrial civilization, ex- 
cluding property owned by the government. He 
therefore estimates that much less than three- 
fourths of our wealth is in private hands. As a 
specimen of his way of meeting business diffi- 
culties it is interesting to note how Dr. Ely would 
have the government pay for such property. He 
says: If it is needed to raise money to carry out 
the reform, it is suggested that the fairest way to 
do this is by means of a well-detined system of in- 
heritance taxes. for euch taxes diffuse the burden of 
the change among the community in proportion 
to ability to bear it. Heasks then that more 
than one-third of the private wealth of the coun- 
try should be confiscated, as it goes through 
Probate Courts to widows and orphans, to try 
the gigantic experiment. To one of the potent 
arguments against this scheme, which is t it 
adds enormously to the patronage and power of 
crafty politicians, he says this reform itseif 
„ must necessarily bring with it civil service re- 
form. The wage-earners, so greatly in- 
terested in these enterprises, will want for their 
management the most capable man in the coun- 
try. Is it rational forthe general public to de- 
sire inferior service?” 

Prof. Ely is a Socialist who teaches largely by 
inference and indirection. He either lacks the 

urage of his convictions or more probably de- 
ludes himself into the belief that he is a 1 
judge and not an advocate. For myself, 1 think 
that if the university is to teach socialism it 
should employ a frank and open instructor in it.

NORMAN L FREEMAN PASSES AWAY. 


Veteran Reporter of the Illinois Supreme 
Court Dies in Sprinefield, 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 23.—([Special.}]— 
The Hon. Norman L. Freeman, Supreme 
Court Reporter of the State for thirty-one. 
consecutive years, died today at 1:45 a. m. 
at his residence on South Sixth street, after a 
protracted illness, due to gastritis. In many 
respects Mr. Freeman’s ability was considered 
superior to that of any like officer and 
the volumes compiled by him containing the 
decisions of the Supreme Court, known as 
the Iilinois Reporte, are regarded throughout 
the country as models. Throughout his many 
years of service Mr. Freeman was always the 
unanimous choice of the Supremn Judges, 
although others often attempted to secure the 
honorable and lucrative ition he enjoyed 
so long, and in spite of the fact that the po- 
litical affiliations of the majority of the 
Judges were sometimes opposite, in party to 
that with which the reporter was identified. 
A qualification which commended him to the 
position was his reticenee as retated to the 
business done by the court. He never spoke 
of it to his most intimate friends unless urged 
todo so, and even then he was zeaious in 
holding inviolate the sacred secrets of the 
court. In the home circle Mr. Freeman laid 
aside the cares of official life and devoted 
himself to his family, his friends, and to liter- 
His library was well selected and ex- 
tensive, and no subject, aside from immedi- 
ate personal interest, had for him the attrac- 
tions that were derived from literature, He 
was first appointed in 1863, and dur- 
ing the time of his service Mr. Free- 
man edited and published 120 volumes 
of Illinois Reports covering over 7,000 cases. 
On the completion of the 100th volume 
April 18,1882, the bar of Sangamon County 
gave a dinner to Mr. Freeman in recognition 
of the excellent service he had rendered the 
State and the practicing members of the legal 
profession.

GOV. ALTGELD MAKES REPLY 10 
_ JUDGE OOOLEY’S STRIOTURES. 


Quotes from the Writings and Utterances 
of the Jurist and Then Says Allowance 
Must Be Made for the Man Who in 
His Gratitude Supports Cleveland Be- 
cause He Got an Office«Says the Peo- 
ple of Michigan Reptdiated Him for 
His Corporation Tendencies.

Gov. Altgeld does not relish the criticism in- 

dulged in by Judge Cooley of his course in 

protesting to President Cleveland against the 
sending of Federal troops to Illinois, and is 
disposed to question Judge Cooley’s motives 
in siding with President Cleveland in the con- 
troversy. He sailed into the Michigan jurist 
today in the following terms: Judge 

Cooley’s reputation is liable to have an in- 

justice done it unless the people will discrimi- 

nate between the real Cooley and the later 

Cooley. In addressing the Bar Association he 

was in the position of a fashionable preach- 

er who, if he wished to be popular 
with his audience, had to cater to its taste. 

The American Bar Association is a small 

body of men, most of whom have corpora- 

tions for clients. They are shrewd and able 

men who know where fat fees come from. A 

lawyer whose clients are poor could not afford 

to go to Saratoga and have a good time and 
attend a bar meeting. 

Judge Cooley’s utterances there must be 
taken with some others recently made, and 
the question is, How much importance 
attaches to them simply because they 
came from Judge Cooley, Nearly thir- 
ty years ago, when Judge Cooley was in 
his prime, when he was a teacher in the Ann 

Ar dor Law School, he wrote a book on con- 

stitutional law, which was an able work and 


*gave him a reputation. In this work he 


points out the limitations upon the Federal 
Government and calls attention to the con- 
stant danger that free institutions are in {rom 
the encroachments of a central power 
through the cy of a standing army. 

* Among other things he said: ‘A stand. 
ing army is peculiarly obnoxious to any free 
government and is more dreaded by the peo- 
ple us an instrument of oppression than a 
tyrannical monarch or any foreign power. 
The alternative of a standing army is a well 
regulated militia.’ 

But after writing this book and while a 
member of the Supreme Court of the State 
he established a reputation of being a cor- 
poration Judge, and made himself so ob- 
noxious that when his term was up the people 
of Michigan arose and put an end to his 
career in that State. For some years he was 
out of a job, The Congress created the Inter- 
State Commerce Board and Cleveland during 
his first term as President appointed the 
Judge on this board on a salary of $7,000 a 
year expenses. which was princely in 
comparison with what he had been receiving. 
He held onto this place until a couple of 
years ago, when he retired on account of his 
old age, feeling, as he should, very grateful 
to Cleveland, | 
Recently after the President had sent 
troops to C the Judge’s gratitude im- 
pelted him to rush into print in a letter 
greatly commending the President on his 
acts. Among other thingsin that letter he 
uses the e ee ‘Il am es 
cially gratified . a great and valuable 
lesson in constitutional construction has been 
settled for all time to come with remarkably 
little bloodshed,’ thus admittmg that the 
Constitution did not clearly give the Presi- 
dent the power to do what he had done and 
that it had been necessary for the President 
to give a lesson in construction in order to do 
it, and the Judge wasgratified that this lesson 
in constitutional construction had been given 
with so little bloodshed. Had the Constitu- 
tion clearly given the power neither a blood- 
shed construction. nor any other construc- 
tion, would have been necessary.

struction by means of the military before. It

TEXAS UNDERWRITERS ANNUL THE 
OOINSURANOE OLAUSE. 


Executive Committee of the State Associa- 
tion Decides to Suspend the Rule 
Which Caused Withdrawals—Action 
May Result in Disbanding of the Union 
and Demoralized RateseLife Business 
for 1893—New York Warehousing Com- 
pany’s Fire Leads to a Precedent. 


Texas insurance affairs have become badly 
muddled by the action of the Executive com- 
mittee of the Texas Fire Underwriters’ Asso- 


ported by telegraph to managers in Chicago. 
The committee formally decided to annul the 
equitable coinsurance clause which has pre- 
vailed for some months. This action was 
prompted, without doubt. by the flaming cir- 
cular of the Alamo Fire Insurance company 
of San Antonio, announting to the citizens of 
Texas that in future business accepted by that 
company would be bound in no way by rules 
of the Underwriters’, and a further circular 
from the agency of M. A. Thurman & Co. of 
Dallas, notifying ‘policyholders and others 
that ail insurance companies represented by 
them were i Ar frgm the association, 
This last circular, issued by Schuman & Co., 
gives as a reason for ‘withdrawal the fact 
that the Executive committee had enforced 
the equitable coinsurance clause unequally in 
various towns and cities in Texas. The firm 
goes on at great length to give examples of 
the unfairness of the manner of putting the 
clause into effect, and ends by positively with- 
drawing all companies jt represents from the 
association and announcing the rules of the 
association would be no longer obeyed. The 
work of the Executive committee was short 
and decisive, according to the reports received 
yesterday, The working of the clause in ques- 
tion was absolutely suspended until the next 
meeting of the association. an t all companies 
belonging to it are left therefore with the 
authcrity to write risks in future for any town 
in Texas without regard to the limitations 
heretofore put in the policies regarding co- 
insurance, result of this move is 
problematical. Inere are eighty companies 
in the association, ail but eight or ten doing 
business in the State, and practically all the 
agents of the com panies outside the union are 
instructed to follow its rules. There is 
some fear on the part of managers 
that the result will be the breaking up of the 
Texas Fire Underwriters’. Association and a 
return to the old demoralized rates which 
made the State abhorred by all managers. 
This action on the part of the Executive 
committee, said a local manager yesterday, 
** will be Be to the Populists and to 
other politicians. Ex-Congressman Culber- 
son, who is now a candidate for Governor of 
that State, in a recent speech said his first 
work would be to down trusts and insurartve 
companies, all of which he classified under 
the one head—iniquity.. I am very much 
afraid that because of the agitation now going

Transactions Running Into the Billions 
the Resnit of One Year’s Work. 

Fifty-one life insurance companies of the 
United States transacting ordinary business 
wrote in 1893 421,748 policies for $1,090,- 
002,107. The terminations amounted to 
284,479 policies for $775,006,299, divided 
as follows: By death; 20,223 policies for 
$50,305,844; maturity, 4,808 for 58.999. 
241; expiry, 8,626 for 527.372.317; by 
change, 2,401 for $37,284,614. This makes 
a total for natural terminations of 86,058 
policies for $133,062,016, or 17 per 
cent of the total amount, There were 
87,678 policies for $113,842,507 sur- 
rendered, 126,107 for $305,424,149 
terminated by lapse, and 115,592 for 
224,627,704 were reported not taken, mak- 
ing the total chargeable mainly to hot-house 
forcing methods of 279.377 policies for 
643.894.360. The gain in insurance in 


314,741,506, being about 29 per cent of 
the new issues and nearly 8 per cent of the 
amount in force at the beginning of the year.

PRECEDENT IN A COTTON FIRE. 


New York Warehousing Company Has Its 
Loss Adjusted. 

New York, Aug. 23.— [Special.] — A fire re- 
cently in store B of the New York Warehous- 
ing company, Brooklyn, damaged several 
thousand dollars’ worth of bale cotton and to- 
day the loss was adjusted, according to the 
value of the property destroyed. This is the 
first time this method has been practiced. 
The usual custom in cotton fires is to 
abandon adjustment and pay full lines, the 
insurance taking the cotton. Now that a loss 
has been adjusted satisfactory to all con- 
cerned, a precedent has been established 
which will probably be followed.

DECISION IN LIFE INSURANCE CASE. 


Wife Cannot Assign Her Interest in a 
Policy of Husband. 

A decision which has recently been handed 

down in a case which had been carried to the 


following facts: Levi J. Waters insured his 
life in the Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance 
company in favor of his wife, who at a later 
date assigned it to a third party as security 
for a debt. This was done with the consent 
of the husband. The debt was never paid and 
the policy and assignment were kept by the 
assignee till after the death of Waters and 
bis wife. The wife died first. As soon as the pol- 
icy becamea claim the company was enjoined 
by a daughter of the assured from paying the 
money to the assignee; the case went to the 
courts, and now the decision is to the effect 
that the company must pay the full amount 
of the policy, which happens to be $2,500, to 
the daughter, the opinion being given that 
the wife could not legally, even with the con- 
sent of the husband, assign her rights in the 
policy during his lifetime.

the Fate of the Measure Is Settled— 
‘Effect on the Fall Campaign of the Men 
_ Whe Are Running for Congress. 
Wasninotor, D. C., Aug. 23.—[Special.]— 
The original copy of the tariff bill was re- 
turned to the President today by Secretary 
Carlisle, in whose custody it has been since it 
was brought to the White House. This is 
taken as an indication that the President is 
considering the possibility of immolating 
himself on the altar of party necessity. Most 
of the Democratic leaders, while avowing 
their belief that the President will allow the 
bill to become a law without his 
signature, are none ‘the tess bitterly 
opposed to any euch action, declaring 
it would destroy the last hope of 
making any headway in the election now so 
near at hand. They declare they have a hard 
enough job of it as it is in defending the Sen- 
ate bill with its conceded manipulation by the 
trusts. If the President declines to sign the 
bill it would be notice to the country that it 
was too utterly bad to be approved. Under 
_ these circumstances it would be ridiculous to 
go beforé the people in defense of a law which 
the Chief Executive had refused to touch with 
his pen for fear of contamination. 
The party leaders have been bringing the 
strongest kind of pressure to bear on the 
President to extricate them from their diffi- 
. culty, So far Mr. Cleveland has been obsti- 
nate. The most he has seemed willing to con- 
— has been to ＋ from og : in 
scorching message denounc an 
— the condition of the Treasury for 
permitting it to go on the statute books. if 
the President does sign the bill it will be be- 
cause of the plea of actuai party necessity and 
not from choice. He now has the original 
bill in his ion and this encourages 
some of the leaders to believe that after all 
be may affix to it his much-desired signature. 
Crisp’s Report from the White House. 


_ “ Matters were in an unsatisfactory condi- 
tion when I left the White House today.“ re- 
marked Speaker Crisp, “the President not 
having made up his mind in regard to the 
tariff bill. Inasmuch as the ten days fixed 
by law in which the bill can go on the statute 
books without the President's signature do 
not expire till Monday it has been deemed 
a safe course to keep Congress in session 
until Tuesday. This will be done from day 
to day unless in the meantime the President 
should change his mind and either sign the 
tariff bili or veto it and send in a me- sage 
giving his reasons for such action. One thing 
can be put down as certain and that is the 
President does not want to sign the tariff 
bill, and has no hesitancy in saying so to 
those with whom he will talk on the 
subject. I was at the White House early this 
morning and from the drift of the President’s 
conversation I quickly discovered tariff 
bill sent him by Congress was a distaste- 
fal subject. We cannot afford to take any 
chances. however, or rely upon some sup- 
posed opinion in favoy of the law by a Judge 
on the bench, but Cohgress will remain in 
ression until something defirite is agreed 
upon by the President in regard to signing or 
jetting the measure become a law without his 
signature. As soon as it becomes known just 
what the fate of the tariff bill will be Cén- 
grees can be adjourred within an hour.“ 
Senator Harris was another early visitor at 
the White House this morning and found the 
President through with breakfast and por- 
ing over a mass of accumulated correspond- 
ence in hie office. The President and the Sen- 
ator from Tennessee discussed tariff matters 
thoroughly, the latter coming away from the 
confererce with the same report and impres- 
sions given by Speaker Crisp. It did not take 
long for tidings of the situation to be spread 
broadcast throughout the Capitol. and the 
leaders of the two Houses of Congress prom pt- 
ly determined upon an adjourpment until to- 
- morrow. 
| Wilson Arrives from Home. 
Shortly after the mace of the Sergeant-at- 
Arms had been removed from the Hail of the 
Houre, indicating the adjournment of that 
body, Chairman Wilson of the Ways and 
Means committee hurried into the chamber. 
He had not been to the White House, how- 
ever, but had just disembarked from the train 
from his West 3 home and consequent- 
ly knew nothing of the President's intentions. 
e was quickly surrounded by an eager group 
of correspondents aukious to learn sumethmg 
additional! from the White House, but the 
West Virginia «tdtesman could not enlighten 
them concerning the situation. As he fsorted 
over his mail, however, Chairman Wilson ex- 
pressed his regrets that the absence of a

the White House personally, nor is there any 
likelihood of the ident sending 
for me to talk over tariff matters. 
All the information I could possibly furnish

ditional light upon this subject by anything 
more can eay. It is therefore unlikely 
that I shall have another conference with the 
President on this subject, although I may 
talk with him about other matters. 
Representative McMillin, a member of the 
Ways and Means committee, also saw the 
President before going to the House, but he 
ost emphatic manner that

himself did not have any reference whatever 
to the tariff bill. 


“ Inasmuch as the President said nothing to

Some of the benefits of the Columbian Ex- 
ition are being experienced at the National 
useum by the reception of valuable articles 
either contributed by foreign governments or 
purchased froin exhibiters at Chicago. Huge 
cases of rare and valuable finds, particularly 
from an ethnological standpoint, are piled up 
in every available spot at the museum await- 
ing distribution in the various departments to 
which they belong. One of the rarest and, it 
is believed, the only specimen of an apparatus 
used in climbing the trunks of tall trees was 
donated by Exposition Commis- 
sioner for Alaska. It consists of rope 
from the inner bark of the cedar tree, to 
which a bolt is attached composed of the 
same tough fibre. There is a wooden foot 
rest not unlike in general appearance a print- 
er's composing stick, and after the wearer of 
the belt has made a couple of half-hitchés 
around the trunk of the tree which he pro- 
poses to climb all is in readiness for business. 
These tree climbing appliances are known in 
India and in the land of the date and cocoa- 
nut tree, being used by the natives for 
climbing the tall trees which grow in 
those countries. When the operator 
has made the rope fast around 
the trunk of the tree as he lifts his feet he 
loosens the rope and belt around his waist. 
His hunds are free and he throws the rope up 
two or three feet higher, bracing himself as 
he does so against the foot rest, which oper- 
ates on the principle of a ratchet, and holds 
fast against the siippery trunk of the tree 
being climbed. No matter how tall the tree 
may be with one of these appliances a native 
of Alaska is enabled to get into the top 
branches with little difficulty. This find 
is esteemed valuable and is to doe 
used by the museum authorities 
for the series of instructive exhibits which 
they are preparing illustrative of the prim- 
itive meth ot transportation. It is not 
known that there is another of these appli- 
ances in any museum in the world and ger- 
tainly there is no trace of one in any of the 
museums in this country. Bishop Hurst in 
his book of travels details at considerable 
length the use to which. this. novel appliance 
is put by natives of Ceylon, and this is believed 
to be the first instance known of its practical 
uses being described. Care was taken by the 
authorities of the National Museum to avoid 
as far as possible any conflict with the pro- 
moters of the Field Columbian Museum in 
1 collections from foreiga govern- 
ments, the resuit being the utmost harmony 
and ‘success in the interest of both institu- 
tions. Javaand countries of Southwestern 
Asia were generous in making contributions 
to the National and Field Museums, and the 
A great 
many valuable finds were also made along the 
Midway Plaisance, where quantities of stuff 
were bought, some of it being rare and well- 
nigh priceless for the purposes of a museum.

Omaha people are mad as hornets over a 
roposition to abolish the Department of the 
latte, the headquarters of which are located 
at Omaha, and merge it into the Department 
of the Missouri.

Collec- 
tor George H. Miller, Frank Murphy, and 
Euclid Martin, Chairmanof the Democratic 
State Central committee, all of them intent 
upon seeing the President of the United States 
and protesting against the abolition of the 
Department of the Platte. They are forti- 
fied with petitions and memorials from the 
leading commercial bodies of the section most 
interested and an effort will be made to have 
the contemplated step abandoned for the 
present at least. Under the proposed ar- 
rangement Fort Crook at Omaha will become 
a purt of the Department of the Mis- 
souri, the headquarters of which are 
ut Chicago, and this is another 
cause for hair raising on the backs of the 
Nebraskans.

CRIME AGAINST NAVY. 


CARNEGIE COMPANY OHARGED WITH 
FRAUDS IN ARMOR PLATES. 


Chairman Amos Cammings of the House 
Committee of Investigation Presents 
Its Report He Scores the Company, 
Says Its Wrongs Cannot Be Com pensat- 
ed for by Mere Fines, and Suggests 
That Fifty-nine Plates Now on Ships 


Be Retested. " | 

Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 23.—[Special, }— 
Chairman Cummings of the Armor Plate In- 
vestigating committee finally brought his re- 
port before the House today accompanied by 
a resolution for testing fifty-nine of the 
armor plates which are alleged to have been 
defective. This committee has been at work 
for several months invgstigating the actions 
of the Carnegie company in the construction 
of armor plates, and it was started by Mr. 
Cummings, who seemed to be from the first 
impressed with the idea that there were grave 
frauds in such manufacture and that the Car- 
negie company was implicated. Actuated 
by this idea Chairman Cummings’ line of 
procedure has been to endeavor to prove as 
much fraud as possible. Chairman Cum- 
mings was in a great hurry to get that 
report in and showed a great deal 
temper on the floor of the Hoyse today when 
mem bers showed a tendency to question him 
as to the report and his motive for bringing it 
in. Mr. Cummings alleges he had the consent 
of all the members of the committee to bring 
in a unanimous report, but it is hardiy proba- 
ble either Mr. Dolliver or Mr. Wadsworth 
would have been willing to sign the report 
which Mr. Cummings fathere. Representa- 
tive W. A. Stone of Pennsylvania seemed to 
be the only man in tho House who desired to 
defend the company. In the course of a de- 
bate between Mr. Stone and Mr. Cummings 
the latter grew excited and denied emphatic- 
ally Mr. Stone’s assertion that the Carnegie 
company had not been treated with all fair- 
ness. 

Charges in Detail. 

The charges against the company were that 
the plates and bolts did not receive the treat- 
ment required by the contract; that false re- 
ports were made to the government inspect- 
ors; that specimens for testing were retreat- 
ed before being submitted; that the testing 
machine was fraudulently manipulated; that 
substitution was made in the case of a plate 
designed for a ballistic test; and that the 
government stamp was either duplicated 
or stolen and used without knowledge 
of the government inspectors. The re- 
port states that the number of furnaces used 
was totally inadequate to fulfill the specifica- 
tions of the contract on the amount of armor 
plate turned out. After the first investigation 
of the frauds the number of furnaces: was in- 
creased from four to ten. In regard to the 
„ jockeying of the testmg machines, it is 
asserted that the company made private tests 
of material and if it was below the standard 
manipulated the machine at the official test 
so that it would show the required tensile 
strength. The charges of retreating and sub- 
stituting plates designed for baliistic tests the 
committee is satisfied are true, The charge 
of using a duplicate or stolen government 
stamp is not sustained. 

The report says the government inspection 
was negligent and defective, but this is at- 
tributed to the fact that there were not nearly 
erough inspectors to do the work. It is as- 
serted that the fraud has been traced home to 
the General Superintendent, who is a stock- 
holder in the Carnegie company. 

Frauds That Are Crimes, 

Of the feature of criminality involved Chair- 
man Cummings says: 

The frauds which your committee have 
found are worthy to be called crimes. The 
servants of the Carnegie company (whether 
with or without the knowledge of the com- 
pany), to increase their gains, deliberately 
continued for many months to commit acts 
whose natural probable consequences would 
be a terrific loss of men in times of war, and 
perhaps the dearest to the nation. No fine or 
mere money compensation is an adequate 
atonement for such wrongs. Your commit- 
tee do not consider it within their province to 
draft a criminal statute, but they do feel un- 
der obligation to call the attention of the 
House to the importance of protecting the 
livea of our seamen and the safety of the Na- 
tion by appropriate legislation, denouncing as 
crimes ali such acts as the frauds practiced 
upon the government in connection with 
armor plate and other material of war, and 
making such acts punishable in all persons 
who commit them or aid their commission. 

In recommending a test of plates the com- 
mittee says: 

‘* Notwithstanding all the admissions made 
by the superintendents employed by the Car- 
negia cuinpany they claim that all the plates 
paid for by the government are up to the 
specifications of the contracts. The contract 
of Feb. 28, 1893 states that the obligation is 
imposed upon the contractors to satisfy the 
inspector that everything has been done in 
strict accordance with the terms of the con- 
tract. Ithas been conclusively shown that 
the inspectors have been satisfied and the 
armor plates passed by the most notorious 
frauds. The efforts of the company and all 
its superintendents, Cline, Corey, and 
Schwab, have heen to satisfy your committee 
that armor is up to the requirements of the 
contract, notwithstanding faise reports 
to inspectors, doctoring of specimens, plug- 
ging of plates, fraudulent retreating of test 
plates, and jockeying of the testing ma- 
chine. The unblushing character of the 
frauds to which these men have been parties 
and the disregard of truth and honesty 
which they have shown in testifying before 
your committee render them unworthy of 
credence, 


1 Effect of the Frauds. 


And everything bears against their con- 
tention. Itis not to be supposed that such 
manifold frauds were continued for so long a 
time without an important object to be 
gained, As the individual plates and the 
groups of plates passed in many cases by 
fraud, the fair conciusion is that without the 
frauds they would not have passed. Two 
questions remain, however. First, whether, 
notwithstanding the frauds and the failure to 
attain the high standard required by the con- 
tracts, the armor is not good steel and fair 
armor; second, the extent to which the govern- 
ment has been damaged by the frauds and 
irregularities practiced upon it. 

The terms of the resolution under which 
your committee is acting require them to as- 
certain the amount of damages. It is impos. 
sible, however, for them to do this with their 
present powers. The only way to determine 
the actual condition and strength of the 
armor is by subjecting certain plates of the 
groups passed to ballistic tests. Your com- 
mittee has no more work todo. For the in- 
formation of the House, in relation to further 
continuing this investigation by making such 
ballistic tests, your committee has ascer- 


sentative plates alleged to have been falsely 
treated. 


Plates to Be Retested. 


The plates recommended to be tested are 
four on the Monterey, eight on the Monad- 
nock, ten on the New York, four on the Am- 
phrite, three on the Terror, three on the Ore- 
gon, three on the Olympia (four-inch case- 
ments), seven on the Indiana, four on the 
Massachusetts, and one on the Oregon. Of 
the four-inch sponsons, there are three on the 
New York, two on the Columbia, three on the 
Minneapolis, three on the Olympia, two on 
the Cincinnati, and two on the Raleigh. 

The report concludes: The committee 
can go no further into this investigation with- 
out Knowing the actual ballistic resistance of 
groups of plates pussed by a test of plates 
that did not really represent these groups. 
The company has admitted this charge. If 
the government is precluded from makmg 
these tests at their expense by the settlement 
made Jan. 14, 1894, they must be made at 
the expense of the government. Believing 
thata test of these plates should be made 
your committee has selected the plates which 
in their opinion ought to be tested. They 
recommend that the money for such a test be 
taken from any moneys heretofore appropri- 
ated for the increase of the navy under the 
head of armor armament.”

—— had been unanimously reported. 
r. Stone called attention to the fact that no 
member of the minority was present. Mr. 
Cummings said the report was unanimously 
adopted. The Republican minority did not 


sign the report, but authorized bim to 


make it.

The resolution wus adopted without division, 
and at 1:05 p. m. the House adjourned until 
tomorrow. 


SENATE UNABLE TO RAISE A QUORUM. 


Messages from the President Forced to Go 
Over=To Compel Attendance, 
Wasurneron, D. C., Aug. 23.—Even before 
the reading of yesterday’s journal in the Sen- 
ate today the absence of a quorum was point- 


Fed out by Mr. Manderson (Rep., Neb.), and 


the roll being called showed the presence of 
thirty-three Senators, ten less than a quorum. 
Mr. Harris moved the Sergeant-at-Arms be 
directed to request the presence of absentees, 


but Mr. Pasco and Mr. Cockrell pointed out 


that the same order made yesterday was still 
in force and tne latter asked for the report of 
the Sergeant-at-Arms. This was dat Aug. 
23 (today) and reported that of the forty-two 
Senators who failed to answer to their names 
yesterday only two were in the city, and one 
of these (Mr. Voorhees) was too ill to attend. 
The other Senators were telegraphed to at- 
tend immediately. Up till 12:35 only thirty- 
five Senators had attended. 

Four Republican Senators—Messrs. Man- 
derson, Pettigrew, Quay, and Shoup—were 
in the Chamber, but failed to answer and were 
recorded as absent. Senator Brice was ab- 
sent attending the funeral of a relative. Sena- 
tor Camden telegraphed he would be here at 
noon if his train were not delayed, and Sena- 
tors Sherman and Wilson were excused from 
further attendance on account of sickness. 

At the request of Mr. Gray the list of ab- 
sentees was read. Mr. Harris then said the 
orders given yesterday to the Sergeant-at- 
Arms to request the presence of Senators hav- 
ing proved ineffective, he moved that the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms be directed to compel their 
attendance, and this was agreed to. 

While the Senate was waiting for a quorum 
to appear, Mr, Pruden, the executive clerk 
from the White House, appeared with mes. 
sages from the President, supposed to be 
nominations, but could not present them. 

The Republicans were ready to furnish four 
votes to make a quorum to go into executive 
session, but the Democrats needed three ad- 
ditional to complete the number. 

At 1:20 p. m., finding it impossible to get 
a quorum, the Senate, on motion of Mr. Har- 
ris, adjourned until tomorrow at 12 o'clock. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM WASHINGTOR. 


Recorder of Deeds Taylor Will Be Asked 
a to Resign. 


WasnincorTon, D. C., Aug. 23.—The Civil Serv- 
ice Commission resumed its examination of the 
charges against Recorder of Deeds C. H. J. 
Taylor today. The Commissioners have deter- 
mined to clothe the investigation with absolute 
secrecy, and a number of witnesses, said to have 
received assessment letters signed by Taylor, 
representing the Negro National Democratic 
League, were examined at length behind closed 
doors. Taylor is credited with representing the 
Negro National Democratic League, but at the 
commission it is hinted both the league 
and the Afro-American Bureau of Organization of 
the Democratic Congressional committee are in- 
volved in the case. Several more witnesses who 
received the letters probably will be examined 
tomorrow, and it can authoritatively stated 
that the report will not be forwarded tothe At- 
torney-General or the President before tomorrow 
night. There is strong ground for the belief that 
accompanying it will be an urgent request signed 
by the full board for Taylor's removal from the 
office to which President Cleveland appointed 
him last spring. 


Hill to Fight Income Tax Legality. 


Senator Hill expects to be an attorney in the 
first case that is brought up testing the constitu- 
tionality of the income tax provisions of the new 
tariff law. The New York Senator expressed the 
opinion when the bill was being considered in the 
Senate that there were features of the law which 
were unconstitutional and says he believes when 
brought to the courts it will be declared uncon- 
stitutional in wholo or in part. 


Delay That Is Worth $60,000, 


The Portland Bark Cray Deering, from Rosa- 
rio to Boston, is revorted lying off Cape Cod with 
alarr cargo of wool waiting for the new tariff 
bill to become a law. It was sighted several 
days ago. Under the present law a duty of 11 
cents per pound would be collected. Under the 
new law the cargo can come in free. It is es- 
timated that the consignees will make over $60,- 
000 by delaying the vessel.

MATTHEWS RAISED MONEY ON NOTES 


Indiana’s Governor Says the Banks of the 
State Capital Met Him UWalf Way. 
IxDIANATOLIS, Ind., Aug. 23.— [Special. — 
The report that Gov. Matthews was forced to 
mortgage his farm to secure the $41,000 
loan from three banks to pay the militia led 
the Governor today to deny the story of the 


mortgage and announce that he secured the 


money on his personal notes. Speaking of 
the loan he said: “Ionly borrowed a sum 
sufficient to meet the per diem of the officers 
and men of the militia. This required nearly 
$41,000. The Merchants’ Na‘ional, the In- 
diana National, and Fletcher's Banks met me 
in a generous spirit. I gave my individual 
note and not secured by mortgage upon my 
Vermilion County farm. The gentlemen of 


these banks did all in their power to facilitate | 


the loan and were actuated by the proper feel- 
ings of good citizens. Their cordial action 
deserves the highest commendation.”’ 

Do you not feel that you have assumed a 
great risk? 

No, I do not feel that I have, for I have 
that confidence in the people of Indiana to 
maintain the honor and the credit of their 
State, that Representatives elected by them 
will promptly appropriate the sum to pay 
this debt—as just a debt as was ever incurred 
by the State. Not to du so would beata 
terrible sacrifice of the feeling of State pride, 
and would go farto disorganize and render 
ineffective the militia. 

* Besides, ali through the troubles I have 
had the hearty suprort of nearly the entire 
press of the State. Especially do I feel grate- 
ful to the Republican press, which, all down 
through the line, has in a manly, generous, 
and earnest way given its approval. The in- 
dependent papers and those of my own party 
have done the same. As it is now, the press 
of the State will create a proper sentiment 
that will be just as sound and effective for 
this purpose as it was in bringing to an earlier 
ending the strike itself.
